Some of the demo- 
cratic members who are here will be 
arrested and taken to London nnd they 
remain in hiding.

the stock yards in Chicago will look

to believe that they were taken from 
the head o! a "beef cr' ter" on the 
Texas ranges, and tha.t hundreds of 
thousands b£ cattle with such horns 
once ran half wild on the ranches and 
plains of the Lone Star state.
